CHAPTER T 

Jodhptu State is the laigcst m Rajputana m respect of aiea Area Boundaries 
which is 36,120 square miles (this includes the aiea of 73 squaie miles Population 
of Mai v ai Mcrvnin villages) 01 moie than one fouitli of the entire 
Piovmcc Its gicatest length fiom the noith-east to south-west is 
about 320 miles and its gicatest breadth 170 miles It is bounded 
on the noith by Bikanei, on the noith-west by Jaisalmer, on the west 
by r Sindh, on the south-vest by Palanpur, on the south by Snohi, on 
the south-east by Udaipm on the east by Ajmer-Merwara and Kishan- 
garh and on the north-east bv Jaipur The population mcreased 
by 19 72 pel cent m the Census of 1941 as compaied with that of 1931, 
viz from 2I,23,9S2 to 25,55,904 of whom 21,24,601 weie Hindus, 

2,14,151 Moliamniadans, 1,19,742 Jams and 97,410 others, 13,39,464 
rvere males and 12,16,4-10 females Over the age of 5 yeais 1,07,874 
veie liteiate males, vlnle 9,109 were literate females 

2 The country is stenle sandy and inhospitable towards the Ph y sieal 
north and west but improves gradually from a mere desert m the far 

west and noith to comparatively feitile and hospitable lands in the 
north-east, cast and south-east m the neighbourhood of the Aravalli 
HiUs Rivers play a very subordinate part m mouldmg the surface 
features of the oountiy The only important river is the Lum which 
has seveial tnbutaries, the chief being Liln, the Raipur Lilri, the 
Guluya, the Bandi, the Suku and tlie Jawai on the left bank and the 
Jojri on the light, but none of them is peiemnal The supply of sub- 
sod watei is very limited, often 200 to 300 feet below the surface and 
is geneially blackish As the Runn of Cutch is approached the wells 
become moie and more saltish, the country flatter and bushes stunted 
and few As the sod to the north and north-west is rich m salts, it 
affords vast pastuie foi grazing and breeding cattle The horses of 
Mallam. camels of Slieo and cattle of Sanchoie and Nagaur are famous 
for then size and strength 

3 The rainfall is scanty and capncious vaiymg from an average 
of 9 inches to 24 inches The average rainfall of J odhpur City itself 
is 14 niches per annum The State has, therefore, resorted to budding 
Bundlis and tanks wherever possible which supply water in lean years 
The watei supply of Jodhpur City is provided by means of a Canal 
60 mdes m length and the Scheme has cost Rs 24 lakhs to the State 
The climate is diy and healthy The natural lakes are all saline, 
the prmcipal ones being at Sambhar, Didwana and Pachpadra, small 
depressions of the same land exist at Kuchaman, Phalodi, Pokaran 
and other places At Sambhar, Didwana and Pachpadra salt is 
manufactured and the salt lakes at these places have been leased out 
to the British Government

of tenure and continuance of service benefits to State employees 
released for military service Aid given by the State in the shape 
of money and material has been no less generous His Highness 
presented one Lockheed, two Tiger Moths and one Leopard Moth 
aircraft besides making monetary contributions to several benevolent 
funds The contributions made so far under various heads amount 
to Rs II lakhs including Rs 3,04,903 contributed during the year. 
Rs 24,45,620 have been invested by the State m various War Loans 
in addition to money invested in War Loans by the public The 
Jodhpur Railway contributed Rs 4 lakhs m 1940-41 for fighter air- 
craft The total Miscellaneous war expenditure incurred within the 
State including dearness allowance to the State Forces amounted to 
Rs 23,12,493 which mcludes Rs 14,73,302 incurred during the current 
year The Air Raid Precautions Scheme was m full swing As a result 
of Motor Spint Rationing a reduction of 55 per cent in consumption 
has been achieved. A further reduction in Bus Service consumption

t-o gas producei vehicles A Tyie Rationing Order was introduced 
from the 1st July 1942 and suppliers quotas weie fixed It is grati- 
^ote that the quota was not exceeded A special tribute 
is due to the keenness displayed by His Highness and Jus practical 
example m cm tailing Ins personal consumption of motor spirit Major 
F Steel, 0 B E , was the Central Rationing Authority of the State 
throughout the yeai and has exercised successful contiol The Eco 
nomic Development Dopaitment lias so far manufactured 23,000 
Army Blankets and a furthci ordei has been undertaken to manufac- 
ture 12,000 Ai my Blankets The Local Red Cioss Society as well 
as women of Jodhpur have made laudable efforts to piovido woollen 
comforts and otliei amenities for troops The National War Eront 
movement under the leadership of Col Maharaj Shn (Sir) Ajit Singhji 
Salnb and the State Publicity Department hare been doing useful 
woik by disseminating conect war news, strengthening the moiale 
of the people and preparing them foi an United front in case of an 
attack The Cential Recruiting Committee under the Presidentship 
of Bada Maharaj Kumar Shn Eanwant Smghji Sahib has been recruit- 
ing candidates foi technical framing The special War Committee 
under the Presidentship of Sn Donald Field, C 1 E , continued its 
activities until 30th July 1942 when it was disbanded following the 
inauguration of the National War Eiont in the State This Committee 
collected in all Rs 4,15,801 including Rs 24,044 collected during the

16 Anti-malana work was regularly carried out throughout 
the year in the city of Jodhpur and the towns of Merta City and Pah 
and at Sardar Samand. No new types of mosquitoes were found 
than those of the past years 
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At Mertn City m addition to anti-malaria measures the mam 
pits and low areas which generally held water were drained and this 
year mosquito breeding -was much less than in previous years 

With a view to deal with heavy infection of Malaria in low lying 
areas m Sanchoro one touring dispensary was maintained there 
throughout the year This year also there were heavy rams in many 
districts and many places reported severo malaria Inspite of diffi- 
culties m the avmlabildy of quinine, arrangements were immediately 
made for supply of necessary medicmes to the sick Health Ins- 
pectors nnd special compounders were deputed for this work. 

17 Although the figures m Tablo 4 show only few deaths 
from tuberculosis in Jodhpur citj', it is feared that tins is a gross 
understatement and that many of those recorded as due to fever and 
other causes are really due to this disease There is every justifi- 
cation for believing the local ldoa that this disease is on the increase. 

Facilities for treatment of a limited number of tuberculosis cases 
exist m the two big hospitals in Jodhpur city and more accommoda- 
tion for such convalescent cases is being arranged through the help 
of the Jodhpur State Tuberculosis Association A Tuberculosis 
clinic under the auspices of the Jodhpur State Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion is under consideration and is expected to be started very soon. 


Government employees suffering from tuberculosis or other 
diseases requiring prolonged treatment are now given leave upto one 
year with full pay, on the recommendation of the medical authorities. 
This concession will go a long way in helping the sufferers from tuber- 
culosis etc to undergo a timely nnd prolonged treatment and get 
recovered 

18 Sanitary arrangements though of a primitive type were 
made at the three big cattle fairs Lectures were also given on health 
and hygiene 

This year sanitary arrangements made at the Ramdeora Fair were 
further improved The number of lepers attending the fair is always 
high Special arrangements are always made in Jodhpur city when 
these people camp on their way This year because of the restric- 
tions on travelling by tram the Ramdeora Fair was not so full as

The Parbatsar Cattle Fair had to be stopped because of outbreak

During this year District Health Exhibitions were arranged 
Didwana, Banner and Ladnun At all these places the towns were 
thoroughly cleaned through the efforts of the public People were 
encouraged to compete for healthy babies, clean houses and clean 
Mohallas All these exhibitions were successful The other nation 
building departments co-operated at these exhibitions 

To create a spirit of competition and to encourage mothers to 
properly look after their children, prizes (towels and soaps) were

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20 There was a general complaint that much ghee of bad quality 
was being sold m the State To improve this quahtj of ghee supply 
in Marwar as also to help the Ghee producers import of all sorts of 
edible vegetable oils refined and unrefined except Til and Sarsoon oils 
was totally stopped with effect from the 1st October 1941 Imports of 
afr sorts of ghee except Agmark ghee vas also totally prohibited 
Export of ghee -u as also stopped Dealers m these oils were ordered 
to declare their stocks and get licence for sale, and from the 15th 
December 1941 the existing stocks were allowed to be sold only under 
license and the maximum period allov ed to clear their stocks under 
license was six months From the 15th June 1942 no one was alien- 
ed to sell any edible vegetable oil except Til and Sarsoon oil 

On the other side samples vere taken from dealers in ghee and 
from Ffalwais and am one found selling or using adulterated ghee 
was prosecuted under the lav The working of" the Marwar Pure 
Food Act has definitely improved the qualati of ghee and ghee product 
m Marwar 

(i) During the year 358 samples of ghee taken under the Marwar 
Pure Food Act were analysed and of these 66 samples were found to 
be of adulterated ghee and 2S9 of good ghee as against 337 samples 
of bad ghee out of 354 samples e xamin ed last year 

(n) Out of 150 samples of ghee caught at import places by the 
Customs Department 102 were of bad or adulterated gbee 

(m) 11 samples of milk were received from Windham Hospital 
and all were found good. Ont of 5 samples of butter received from

The Department remained in the oharge of Mr M. P Fletcher 
throughout the year and was transferred from the portfolio of the 
Revenue Minister to the Councillor to His Highness the Maharaja 
, Sahib Bahadur with effect from January 15th, 1942 

The Dry Far min g Project was sanctioned and put into praotice 
under the guidance of an Agricultural Graduate for which an area of 
40 acres was allotted m Shri Umed Agricultural Farm, Mandore. The 
results m the short period under review are sufficiently encouraging 
to justify further development of the project 

The experimental farm at Mandore formed the basis of Research 
work and in order to obtain a more efficient and scientific study, the 
area under cultivation for Rabi crops was reduced from 23^ acres to 
4 and for the Kharif crops from 68 acres to 7. 

The total receipts of the farm section during the year were 
Rs. 2,078 and expenditure was Rs 8,812 The actual income from 
farm products was Rs. 1,300 The expenditure of Rs 8,812 mcludes 
establishment oharges of Rs 6,780 

From the experimental point valuable information in connection 
with raw crop cultivation and various types of seeds has been obtained

The object of the Sabha is to promote the social advancement of 
the Rajputs and Charans by regulating the expenses in marriages, 
funeral ceremonies, etc A contravention of the rules of the Sabha 
is dealt with by the local committee and is punishable by fmes sub- 
ject to an appeal to the Mehkma Khas 

The Rules and Regulations adopted by the Central body of the 
Sabha in 1888 were revised, enlarged and improved with a view to 
better serve the aims and objects of the Sabha and brought into force 
with effect from 1st January 1941 Accordingly two new Funds 
were established one for the social advancement of the Charan Commu-

link up Jodhpui with otliei impoitant towns m the State, such as 
Nagaui and Makiana and finally a thiough hue to Bikaner was pio- 
posed An agi cement was accordingly arrived at between the Jodhpur 
-and Bilcanei States which provided that each State should construct 
and finance the portion of the fine m its respective territory and 
receive the pi of its ansmg theiefrom the combmed line bemg worked 
undei common management In January 1924, the Bikaner Govern- 
ment announced their intention of managing their own Railway and 
requested the Jodhpur Government to agree to their separation from 
the joint paitnerslup of the Jodhpui Bikaner Railway On 1st Novem- 
bei 1924 the Bikaner Railway tmallv separated partnership with the 
-Jodhpur Railway The line up to the Jodhpui -Bikaner Frontier 
(123 50 miles) vas completed m Decembei 1891 An extension from 
Merta Road to Kuchamau Road (73 miles) was completed m March 
1893 The line from Balotra (instead of Pachpadra) to the British 
Frontiei (134 44 miles) on the western border of the State was completed 
in December 1900 About this time as a result of this extension, 
-a broad gauge hne m British India from Shadipali to Hyderabad 
•(Sindh) was converted to metie guage and the management of this 
hne was enti usted to the Jodhpur State and worked as part of the 
-Jodhpur Railway undei an agreement with the Government of India 
A bianch hne from Merta Road to Merta City (8 95 miles) was cons- 
tructed m 1905 A hne from Degaua to the Bikaner Frontier 
(61 11 nules) was constiucted m Septembei 1909 The Phaloch Branch 
(79 19 miles) was constiucted m May 1914 The Ladnun Branch 
(4 56 miles) was constructed m 1915, but the mam hne to Sujangarh 
was re-ahgned m 1932 to include Ladnun which left 3 11 miles A 
branch hne from Jodhpui to Fidusar Stone Quarries (9 39 miles) was 
completed m Maich 1924 A branch hne Makrana to Parbatsar 
(13 21 miles) was completed m 192S The Pipar Bilara narrow gauge 
Railway (25 72 miles) was converted to metre gauge m 1928 A 
branch hne from Samdan to Ramwaia (95 23 miles) was completed 
in 1931 The Marwai Junction Phulad branch (15 5S miles) connecting 
the Jodhpur Railway with the Udaipui Clntorgarh Railway was 
completed on 4th February 1936 A portion of Balotra Pachpadra 
re-ahgument (6 75 miles) was opened on 26th Septembei 1939 The 
Pachpadra — Pachpadra Salt Section (7 78 miles) was opened for all 
traffic on 11th April 1940 and the old alignment Balotra to Pachpadra 
Salt (10 miles) was dismantled and thus the net decrease was 2 22 
miles Bhalodi — Pokaran extension 35 4S miles was opened foi all 
traffic on 27th July 1940 The total length of the Railway m the 
Jodhpur State is now 806 95 miles

Present Judical syste 
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To try a number of cattle theft cases, a Special Magistrate’s Court 
was established at Desuri winch functioned for a period of three months 
with effect from the 9th Maich 1942, A Special Magistrate’s 
Court was established at Jodhpm with effect from the 1st June 1942, 
to try certain pohtical cases Another Special Magistrate’s Court 
was established at Pah with effect from IstSeptcmbei 1942, to try 
the Pah Riot cases and to enquno into the Nawi Muider case The 
Judicial Officers m all courts except the following are invested 
with both Civil and Criminal Juusdiction — 


The Court of Small Causes is a purely Civil Court The Special 
Magistrates at Jodhpui and Pah have Criminal poweis only The 
Honoiary Court has no Civil powers 

6 There are separate courts for revenue cases The Naib Hakims, 
the Hakims and Judicial Superintendents are mvested with powers 
of Revenue Couits 


With effect fiom April 1, 1938, 24 milages which were previously 
administered by the Government of India were retroceded to the 
Jodhpur State There is non a Tehsildar who tries civil suits upto

m a Division Bench from the decrees of the Judicial Superintendents’ 
Courts and m a Single Bench from the docrees of the Hakims’ Courts 
Appeals against the original judgments of a Single Bench of the 
Chief Court he to a Division Bench 


8 District and Sessions Courts — There were four District and 
Sessions Courts, at the end of the year and their territorial jurisdiction 
was as follows —

On the Civil side the Judicial Superintendents have original 
jurisdiction in suits of the value of Bs 1,001 to Bs 4 000 nnd they 
near appeals from the decrees of the Hakims nnd the Naib Hakims 
On the Onnnnnl side, they exercise the powers of Magistrates of the 
First Class with enhnnoed powers under section 30 of the Marwar 
Criminal Procedure Code and the power of henring appeals against 
convictions bv Magistrates of the Second and Third Classes They 
also exercise the powers of District Mnpstrates

The Haisiyat Court, which is regulated by the Manvar Jagir- 
dara Encumbered Estates Act 1922, is of the nature of an Insolvency 
Court for impro\ erished Jagirdars Application to bring an estate 
under the Haisiyat Court can be made to the Miruster-m-Charge 
by an\ State Depart ment or by creditors 01 by the Jagirdar himself 

On receipt of such application, necessary inquiries are made under 
the Marwnr .jagirdars Encumbered Estates Act to see if it is a fit case 
to be brought under the pro\isions of the Act, the Jagndar is then 
discpmlified from the management of the estate, and a scheme for 
liquidation of both public and pm ate debts is drawn up, due provision

Rleetmns for the Representative Advisory Assembly to which 
nhronce was made m the Administration Report for 1940-41, were 
still m progress m the beginning of the }enr under review The work 
of these elections created a great deal of interest among tlie people 
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of Marwar both m the nual and uiban constituencies TJic President 
of the Assembly Bao Bahadur Thnkui Chain Singhji of Pokaran was 
invested with the status and powers of aMimstei of Council There were 
41 elected members and 23 nominated and of the lattci 9 were non- 
official and 14 official membeis m the Assembly 

The Bepresentatave Advisoiy Assembly held three Sessions in 
all durmg the yeai undei roport Tho opening Sossion was held on 
January 16, 1942, m the Mehkma Khas Hall and was inaugurated by 
His Highness the Maharaja Salnb Bahadur Among the distmguished 
guests who giaced the openmg ceremony of the Bepresentatn e 
Advisory Assembly were Majorca lmgton M C , Political Agent, Western 
Bajputana States and all the Mmisters of the State Council On 
behalf of His Highness tho Maharaja Salnb Bahadui, Sn Donald Field 
Kt , C I E , the Chief Mimstei dehveied the inaugural addiess During 
this session two lesolutions weie unanimously passed by the House- 
one affirming lo^yalty and devotion of the House to the person and 
throne of Has Highness and the other calling foi an intensification of 
the war effort 

The President addiessed the House befoie the questions wen. 
put to the vote and passed unanimously 

The Second Session of the Bejmsentatn c Ad\isorj Assembly 
was held fiom March 11 to Maich 1C, 1942 The Agenda of the Session 
was heavy Tlieie weie 36 non-official resolutions and 18 others sent 
by the Government foi expiession oi views 63 the House Aftei the 
commencement of the Session, the President (Bao Bahadur Thakur 
Cham Singhji M A ,LL B , of Pokaran) read out a message of His 
Highness which contained an assuiance that His Highness’ Government 
would give then best attention to the recommendations of the Bepre- 
sentative Advisory Assembly During tins Session 16 resolutions 
could be discussed and disposed of, out of which 2 were withdrawn on 
■assurance being given by the official spokesman Of these 16, 
14 resolutions related to “Education” m its various aspects and 2 
resolutions related to “unempkyment” and Cottage Industries’ and 
■“Handicrafts’ 

The third Session of the Bepresentative Advisor}' Assembty was 
held from July 28 to August 7, 1942 The Agenda of this Session was 
heavier than that of the previous one There were as many 
as 56 non-official resolutions and 5 official resolutions on the Agenda 

The Government gave its careful and sympathetic consideration 
-to the Besolutions passed by the House 

The powers of the Assembly have been enlarged by the addition 
of the following clause as clause 22 m para 7 of the Constitution of the 
Bepresentative Advisory Assembly — 

“ Clause 22 — Any othei subject referred to the Assembly by the 
Government for discussion and expression of opimon by the Assembly”

Under this clause the Government referred the Buies relatmg 
-fco the conduct of Busmess in the Bepresentative Advisory Assembly 
-to the House for discussion at the third Session and consequently 
a select committee of 7 members (6 non-official and 2 official) was 
formed to consider and submit a report on these rules There were 
3 other official resolutions regarding abolition of Mousars (death

of obscene images on the occasion of the Holi festivals Another

rules mulct this Act called “Tho Marwai Police Manual” weie also 
passed jn 191() and have been Mipplcmented by necessary additions 
The rcMsion of this Police Manual is receiving attention 

The total stiength of the Police force at the end of the yeai com- 
prised 13 Officei s, 28 Inspectors, 130 Sub-Inspectois, 18 Naib-Court 
Inspectors 51 5 Hcnd-c onstablcs and 2,304 constables in all 3,068 officers 
and men as against 2 905 in the precious year In the latter part of 
the y car an additional establishment of 4 Sub-Inspectors, 15 Head

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6 Out of 52 cases sent up to the Sessions for trial 41 were disposed 
of during the year, the accused in 29 cases "being convicted Out of 
104 accused involved in these cases, 76 were tried and 46 convicted 

7 Out of 40 appeals filed, 21 were pending at the close of the 
year, 11 appeals were accepted, 6 were rejected, one remanded for 
retrial and one case was kept on file as the accused had absconded 
at the time of appeal 

8 Out of 38 revision applications made, 5 were pending at the

9 During the latter part of the year there was an outbreak of 
subversive activities against the State by the local Lok Panshad The 
Lok Panshad leaders taking a clue from some disgusted persons 
manoeuvring for jobs m the State, etc , started agitation and spread 
false rumours agamst the State and the Government of India admi- 
nistration Numerous objectionable and seditious leaflets were dis- 
tributed both m the State and British India and the Press in British 
India supported the agitators m common with the agitation in Bntish 
India following the arrest of Mr Gandhi and the Congress Workers 
One of the agitators went to the extent of threatening His Highness 
the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur On the natural death of one of the 
arrested persons in the hospital in Jodhpur the agitators spread false 
rumours that he had died for want of proper treatment and collected 
in thousands The police were assulted with stones, brickbats etc 
and a large number of them received injuries With a view to prevent 
a serious riot and disorder, the Military was called in and the Police 
dispersed the crowd with a mild lathi charge when they found that 
muskets were being snatched from some of the Pohcemen on duty 
Phenes and meetings were daily held and the Government and its 
officers were abused, but the Government were determined to act 
constitutionally and even section 144 Cr PC was not promulgated- 
During the year, 141 persons were arrested in connection with sub- 
versive activities, 112 for specific breaches of law and 29 under rule 
26(1) (b) of the Defence of India Rules for underground subversive acti- 
vities The movement which started at the end of May was brought 
under control by August, 1942 With the political happenings in 
August and thereafter in Bntish India, the local agitators again 
started subversive activities with some force The movement was 
properly controlled and the pohce worked most efficiently ga inin g the 
good will of the general public and the appreciation of the Govern- 
ment for the tactful manner m which they handled the situation- 
In connection with this agitation 15 women police constables were 
appointed who dealt with women agitators 

10 The following gives an account of some of the special crimes —
